Board won't back 
Easter in 
Europe trip

Citing reasons like an uncer¬ 
tain world climate and a lack 
of educational experience, a 
Didsbury High School out-of- 
country field trip was denied in 
principle by the Chinook's 
Edge School Board. 

The trip to Europe, which 
included 10 Grade 12 students 
and one Grade 11 student, was 
organized outside of school 
time, away from school facili¬ 
ties during the time the school 
board had a ban on all out-of- 
country field trips because of 
the terrorist attacks of last 
year. The Board lifted its ban 
this fall and received a request 
asking them to approve the 
trip. The tour was initiated in 
June 2002 as a community tour 
group called Didsbury Student 
Travel. 

The itinerary for the trip in¬ 
cludes visiting many historic 
sites including Greek and Ro¬ 
man temples and the home of 
Columbus. Students would be 
travelling from location to lo¬ 
cation on a European Cruise 
Ship, which would stop in a 
new location almost every 
morning. 

"Can teachers go to Europe 
during Easter? Yes. Can stu¬ 
dents go to Europe during 
Easter? Yes. But when they go 
together that becomes a prob¬ 
lem for the board," said Super¬ 
intendent of Schools Jim Gib¬ 


bons, who cited the Iraq situa¬ 
tion as a reason to think twice 
before travelling. 

Many school boards in the 
province have restricted the 
way they approve field trips 
because of the liability reasons. 
Insurance companies have 
changed their policies to say 
they will not cover terrorist 
attacks and that has affected 
other items such as field trip 
policies. 

Trustee Penny Archibald 
said if the group wanted to go 
on the trip on their own they 
should but added they should 
be aware the school board 
wouldn't have any insurance 
for them. 

With the exception of two

school days the trip would take 
place while students were on 
their Easter break. Those two 
days, however, did make a dif¬ 
ference to trustees. 

"There are two days of 
school involved here," said 
Board Chair Roy Brassard. 
"Even though this may be con¬ 
sidered outside of our policy, I 
think we are honour-bound to 
reject it." 

Trustee Doug Campbell said 
he had questions about the 
trips educational value. 

"I would speak against this. 
I see this as just another Medi¬ 
terranean cruise trip."

In explaining the Ever Active 
Program and how it works at 
Westglen School, principal Phil 
Corning stressed the impor¬ 
tance of working with the com¬ 
munity on issues such as physi¬ 
cal fitness. 

Chinook's Edge School 
Board, which has been looking 
at ways to make students more 
active in the past couple of 
months, asked Corning to ex¬ 
plain the program at Westglen. 

"It's for the entire commu¬ 
nity," said Corning. "In Didsbury 
we are trying to encourage ac¬ 
tivity in the community as well 
as the schools." 

Corning explained initiatives 
such as having the school open 
early in the morning for people 
to walk the hallways when the 
weather is bad in the winter 
time. 

He said he has been talking 
to groups that would like to use 
the gymnasium for winter bad¬ 
minton and volleyball leagues. 

Work has also been done with 


the town in helping to ensure 
their are proper facilities for 
students to participate in. 
When the Town of Didsbury 
wanted to change a ball dia¬ 
mond on Westglen school 
grounds into a soccer pitch, the 
school was eager to help out. 

And while the community 
has been active at Westglen, 
Corning said the program has 
worked the other way around 
as well. He said the golf course, 
curling rink and Town lawn 
bowling facilities have allowed 
students to experience new 
sports and have allowed stu¬ 
dents to work with community 
groups. 

Corning said the school of¬ 
fers all of the school sports, has 
the regular Phys. Ed curricu¬ 
lum, encourages students to be 
active in other events outside 
of school and runs an intermu¬ 
ral program four days a week. 

"As the principal of the 
school I am very concerned 
about the amount of physical 
activity our students under¬ 
take," said Corning, who said

he fully supports the Board's 
decision to implement daily 
physical activity in Chinook's 
Edge schools. "We have students 
that have lifestyles that are af¬ 
fecting their health. We see stu¬ 
dents that don't want to get in¬ 
volved and I think that affects 
them for their whole life." 

Corning concluded by saying 
he thought making healthy life¬ 
styles more apparent should be 
a community initiative. 

The Chinook's Edge Curricu¬ 
lum committee is still examin¬ 
ing the issue. 

At the end of the meeting 
Chinook's Edge Board Chair 
Roy Brassard presented 
Corning with a certificate of 
excellence that was mailed to 
the board from the Ever Active 
Program.

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BMX track arrives in Didsbury 


New track 
designed with 
experienced and 
beginners in mind

A building that has tradi¬ 
tionally been used for riding 
horses in will have a more ex¬ 
treme use this year. 

The Didsbury Ag. Society 
riding facility, located on the 
North part of town, is now 
home to an indoor BMX track 
thanks to a lease deal worked 
out between the Ag. Society 
and Airdrie BMX. 

On the weekend BMX en¬ 
thusiast zipped over jumps 
and through the sharp turns 
of the 800 foot course set up 
in the Mountain View Live¬ 
stock Complex. 

Tom Herriman. president of 
Airdrie BMX. said the facility 
was sought to provide winter 
conditioning to its club's mem¬ 
bers, but now constructed will 
be a real chance to grow the 
sport in other parts of the 
province. 

"These kids tend to lose all 
of their conditioning during 
the winter months. In fall they 
are in peak condition and by 
spring they have to start all 
over again," said Herriman, 
adding that many of the club's 
members have national and 
international experience. "We 
have kids that want to be able 
to go to the worlds in Aus¬ 
tralia and I think this might 
be the ticket there for some of 
them." 

The building is an impor¬ 
tant find for the association. 
They have been looking for an 
indoor facility for 12 years 
now. 

While the track isn’t nearly 
as long as the one the mem¬ 


bers of the group use in 
Airdrie during the summer 
months, the indoor facility 
does have a starting gate, 
which is used to start official 
races. 

Herriman said being able to 
practise race starts will be the 
biggest advantage for the 
club now. He said most races 
are won or lost out of the 
gates. 

In addition to allowing its 
riders to keep their condition¬ 
ing levels up, Airdrie BMX is 
also trying to get more kids 
involved in the sport. They 
are encouraging local youth 
who are interested in giving 
the track a try to come out 
for a weekend. 

There are loner bikes and 
helmets available at the facil¬ 
ity so others can try the sport 
and track. 

New riders would be paired 
up with those of experience so 
they can learn some technique 
in a one-on-one environment. 
When the new rider 
progresses enough he will be 
able to join a class. 

Eventually Herriman 
would like to see Didsbury 
have their own club. He said 
the Airdrie BMX club is will¬ 
ing to help out in that regard 
in anyway they can from cre¬ 
ating an outdoor track in the 
summer time to offering 
coaching clinics. 

"It's an individual sport,” 
said Herriman explaining the 
appeal of BMX. "It's a sport 
that can be whatever someone 
wants it to be.” 

“We have members in the 
club who are happy just to 
ride the track and then we 
have those who would kill to 
win. For some it's recreational 
and for others it is very com¬ 
petitive." 

According to track designer 
John Cools, 32 loads of dirt 
were brought in the making 
of the track.

The material was roughly 
moulded into a course, then 
packed down with a quad, 
then a double-roller packer. 

"The track is quite difficult, 
but it was also built with the 
beginner in mind," said Cools. 
"We wanted the more experi¬ 
enced rider to be able to hone 
their skills but we also 
wanted to be able to have a 
Didsbury kid be able to come 
in and ride it.” 

Herriman said the associa¬ 
tion will look back in the 
spring time to see how suc¬ 
cessful the indoor track in 
Didsbury was. 

"We will be looking at a 
number of factors," he said. 
"Yes, we would like to break 
even, but we want to see the 
conditioning of our athletes 
in the springtime and see if 
we have more riders." 

Herriman also commended 
the Didsbury Ag. Society for 
their help in making the track 
a reality. 

"We have really appreciated 
their support," he said. "Eve¬ 
rything that we have needed 
they have been instrumental 
in getting for us. 

“Other places we ap¬ 
proached, we have run into 
nothing but roadblocks."

Worldly experiences 

Once again the issue of out- 
of-country field trips was ad- 
dressed by the Chinook’s Edge 
Board of Education when a sub- 
mission arrived for a Didsbury 
^ trip. 

Last year the board took a 
against out-of-country 
trips saying the world was dif¬ 
ferent after the attacks on New 
York and out-of-country field 
trips were banned for a year. Re¬ 
cently that ban was lifted, but 
permission it seems is still tough 
to come by. 

Last week the submission for the Didsbury field trip was 
denied. Trustees cited reasons such as a lack of educational 
experience and a dangerous world climate for denying the trip. 

The trip in question was planned by a local teacher but not 
at the school or during school time. When the board announced 
its ban, the trip was organized as a community initiative. If 
the ban was not lifted the board probably wouldn’t have been 
approached about the trip. 

Trustees seemed miffed that a trip would be planned after 
they implemented a ban on travel. But they shouldn’t be. As a 
community trip, the school would not be held liable for any 
mishaps and the students were trying to take the trip on their 
days off, except for two school days. But those students would 
have been responsible for missing those days and it would be 
up to them to catch up. 

There were certain criteria that made it hard for the board 
to go ahead with approval, however. There was a private stu¬ 
dent that was to go on the trip as well and the board shouldn’t 
approve a trip that would see it responsible for a student that 
isn’t theirs. 

But ask anyone who has been on a trip to Europe, Aus¬ 
tralia or to a third world country and they will probably tell 
you the trip taught them a lot about the world and a lot about 
themselves. 

If the trip is planned and the students and organizers want 
to go to Europe on their Easter break, then they should. They 
are aware the board doesn’t want to be responsible for the 
risk, so if they are willing to take it on - more power to them. 
Next year if a similar trip is planned, in a similar community¬ 
setting manner the school board should not be approached for 
permission because the line between community trip and field 
trip should not be blurred.

Expert explains the difference 
between pesticides and herbicides

Well, it’s been quite some time since I sub¬ 
mitted an article but after reading the letter- 
to-the-editor from Georgina Daub in last 
weeks Review, I thought it would probably be 
a good idea to shed some light on a topic that 
is misunderstood by many. 

Ms. Daub's letter brought up an issue that 
is a common cause of confusion. The term pes¬ 
ticide is thought by many to be applicable to 
insects only. However, that isn't the case. The 
origin of the word is derived from the Latin 
words pestis, generally meaning 'plague', and 
cidu, which translates to 'to kill’. Literally 
translated the word pesticide means plague 
killer'. Now a plague can be many things as 
can a pest. The American Heritage Diction¬ 
ary Of The English Language 4th Edition de¬ 
fines a pest as "Anything which resembles a 
pest; one who. or that which, is troublesome, 
noxious, mischievous, or destructive; a nui¬ 
sance". Therefore a pest can be an insect, a 
weed, a fungus, a disease, a rodent, a bird, or 
any number of living organisms. (I know that 
some people think that deer are pests, but I 
personally don't follow that ideology.) 

Now pesticides can be anything that eradi¬ 
cates or controls a pest. Hot water, steam, 
even garlic soap solutions can be considered 
pesticides but in this instance the word is used 
to denote synthetic chemicals that are applied 
for the purpose of killing a pest. 


Based on the above information the term 
pesticide' is an umbrella term for chemicals 
that kill or control a wide variety of living 
entities. Once there is a determination of the 
pest that is going to be controlled we make 
reference to the more specific chemical con¬ 
trol, such as herbicide, insecticide, fungicide, 
rodenticide, etc. 

Now that we have established an under¬ 
standing of the various terms for chemical 
controls I will elaborate on the Didsbury En¬ 
vironmental Advisory Board's (DEAB) posi¬ 
tion regarding pesticide use. In last weeks 
article the term pesticide was used but only 
weeds were referred to as the pest of interest. 
Although weeds are the primary target pest, 
DEAB's position encompasses all chemical 
pesticides. Over the next few months the 
Board will be working on developing policy 
and program suggestions for the Town to con¬ 
sider in regards to the application of pesti¬ 
cides on public lands, especially those areas 
where children frequently play. 

I hope this has helped to clear up some mis¬ 
conceptions for people in and around Dids¬ 
bury. As I said, the misunderstanding of these 
terms is very common. I would like to say 
thank you to Georgina Daub for taking the 
time to pose a very good and intelligent ques¬ 
tion.

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Chinook’s Edge trustees concerned 
tor school patrol members 


Issue sent to Education 
Committee

Chinook's Edge School Board has referred the is¬ 
sue of crossing guard safety to its Education Commit¬ 
tee as trustees raised concerns over the issue. 

Roy Brassard raised the issue at last week's regu¬ 
lar Council meeting stating that since changes were 
made to how the school patrol system worked, stu¬ 
dents were put in situations of risk. 

Brassard said the new regulations are not com¬ 
pletely restricting traffic and that action on the issue 
needs to be made. 

"Someone is going to get hurt," he said. 

Westglen Middle School in Didsbury completely shut 
down their school patrol program a week after changes 
were implemented. Initially patrollers would walk out 
into the middle of the street to warn motorists stu¬ 
dents were crossing. 

The Alberta Motor Association changed those regu¬ 
lation so that patrollers would not enter into the in¬ 
tersection but would hold their signs out from the 
sidewalks. 

The issue came before Didsbury Town Council last 


month and solutions such as curb outs and placing 
pylons in the middle of the intersection were discussed. 

Brassard also had concern about the ages of those 
who participate in school patrols - most of whom are 
in Grades 6, 7 and 8. He said high school students 
tend to ignore them as well as drivers. 

Brassard pointed out that in some areas adult pa¬ 
trollers are paid a nominal fee to man a crosswalk. 

"Adults bring a level of authority and are able to 
take down licence plate numbers," he said. 

Diploma exams changed 

The Board voted to send a letter of concern to Al¬ 
berta Learning and to the Alberta School Boards' As¬ 
sociation, regarding a change of dates of Diploma 
Exams. The Board is concerned that the change of 
dates will negatively impact students. 

In the past, students in English 30 and 33, wrote 
"Part A" and "Part B" segments of the exam. Students 
in social studies 30 and 33 wrote the social studies 
exam in one segment. The change involves splitting 
the social studies diploma exams into two segments, 
similar to the English exams. As a result of the split, 
exam dates have been changed, moving the English 
30 and 33 exams one week earlier than the published 
schedule. Also, the first part of the social studies exam 
will occur one week earlier than the previously listed 
dates. The change impacts exams both in January and 
in June.

A Didsbury woman was hon¬ 
oured for her commitment to 
her country and her community 
last week. 

Bev Cheesmur was presented 
with the Golden Jubilee Medal 
last week in a special presenta¬ 
tion made at MacEwan Hall at 
the University of Calgary. 

The medal, which is awarded 
to "those persons who have 
made a significant contribution 
to Canada, to their community 
or to their fellow Canadians", 
was presented to Cheesmur hv 
Alberta's Lieutenant Governor 
Lois Hole. 

"It was an honour," said 
Cheesmur who attended the cer¬ 
emonies with her husband Bob, 
who received his own medal 
when Canada celebrated its 
125th birthday. "I was over¬ 
whelmed. It was a humbling 
experience." 

Cheesmur said she was nomi¬ 
nated for the award from the 
Sundre area, where she spent 
23 years of her life as a "pas¬ 
tor's wife". 

Her contributions varied 
from helping to put the run on 
an individual who was trying 
to set up an Arian Nations 
camp in the Caroline area to 
being involved with the commu¬ 
nity through her participation 
in the Bergan Missionary 
Church. 

Despite living in the Dids¬ 
bury area for 21 years, the 77- 
year-old has had ties to the town 
she lives in now since 1934. She 
had family that lived in Dids¬ 
bury when she was young and 
was herself a Didsbury High

School graduate. 

After completing high school 
she attended the Mountain 
View Bible College and then 
received her nurses training in 
Edmonton. 

She then decided to go on 
mission work in Nigeria where 
she delivered babies. 

On her way, she met her 


husband Bob, who followed her 
there and the two were married 
in the African country. The 
event was a large one and at¬ 
tracted 1,500 locals. 

As a Sundre resident, 
Cheesmur was involved in 
many community and personal 
projects. 

One that stands out in her 


mind is visiting a man at the 
Bowden penitentiary who was 
serving a life sentence. She said 
the man developed a great rap¬ 
port with Bob. 

He was eventually released 
and is married and working as 
a mechanic. 

Cheesmur was also involved 
in school chorus and the La¬

In July 2001 she was hon¬ 
oured for her service in Sundre 
with the Women of Aspen 
Award. 

Her community spirit con¬ 
tinued when she arrived in 
Didsbury as she became in¬ 
volved with Meals on Wheels 
and Welcome Wagon. 


Sharing yourself with nature explains environment’s importance 


What is the environment? 
Simply put, its where we live. 
It is the house we live in, the 
land it rests on, the air we 
breathe, the water that nour¬ 
ishes us and the light and 
warmth sent by the sun. It is 
our grasslands, our forests, 
our mountains and deserts, 
our oceans and all of our man¬ 
made changes. 

In a column last spring I 
mentioned how my family 
likes to visit the land to the 
south of the Red Deer River 
in the Forestry Reserve to 
hike, camp, fish, swim and 
take pictures. Many of you 
who don’t take the trouble to 
enjoy these things probably 
wonder why we do. First of 
all we can be alone: it is quiet, 
no traffic noises, no human 
sounds, we can relax. There 
is nothing so restful as fresh 
air, the sight and sound of 
running water, trees bending

in the breeze and the many 
shaped fluffy clouds passing 
overhead. As a matter of fact 
I recall spending an entire 
day several years ago, sitting 
in front of my tent watching 
the passing clouds and taking 
pictures as the light condi¬ 
tions changed. 

Four years ago, while driv¬ 


ing along one of the back 
roads, two timber wolves trot¬ 
ted across in front of us, one 
was coal black the other a 
more traditional silvery tan. 
Later that spring we found 
fresh tracks beside the creek. 
One measured 3.75 inches 
wide by 4.35 inches long! 
There is also a thriving coyote 
population and a few foxes. 
Last weekend we came upon 
several fresh sets of wolf 
tracks so it looks like our 
wolf pack has grown. Seeing 
the real thing is much more 
interesting than just watch¬ 
ing an animal show on TV. 

There is a good population 
of both White Tail and Mule 
deer in the area as well as sev¬ 
eral moose. Some trips we 
don't see any, on other trips 
we may see several deer or a 
moose or two. There are mink 
along the waterways, weasels 
here and there, the occasional 


Varying Hare and many Red- 
backed Voles. I must mention 
our dog Teddy, a crossbred 
German Shepherd, who al¬ 
ways joins us and who loves 
to chase squirrels. He is to¬ 
tally uninterested in large 
game; if we scare up a deer 
he just watches it leave and 
he could care less about a 
fresh deer bed or track, but 
squirrels or mice, well now... 

Recently on a warm sunny 
afternoon, we saw two 
Pileated Woodpeckers, or it 
may have been the same one 
twice as they were not to¬ 
gether. If you think the Dis¬ 
ney woodpecker is great, wait 
'til you see the real thing. 
Those big birds are especially 
interesting if you can locate 
the nest in the spring and 
watch them feeding their 
young. 

If you are really lucky, you 
may see a great dark shape 


floating between the trees. As 
it passes silently by, you no¬ 
tice the large bright yellow 
eyes. You have seen a Great 
Grey Owl, the most majestic 
of the night hunters. 

Now I grant you that all 
this and more can be seen on 
your TV screen but it is not 
the same. You know you are 
in your home and the repre¬ 
sentations on the screen are 
pictures from far away. How 
different for a few minutes to 
share the same environment 
with these living creatures, to 
visit in their homes. Smell the 
fresh air, feel the sun's heat, 
or be chilled by the rain; let 
yourself belong. 

Only when you share your¬ 
self with nature can you truly 
realize the all consuming im¬ 
portance of our environment.

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Retreat will focus on how to make schools better 


Most people have an innate 
desire to improve. On a super¬ 
ficial level it is evident in 
schemes to lose weight or look 
younger. In deeper ways we 
strive to be better people or 
more effective in what we dc in 
our jobs, sports, or hobbies. 
Being human means that we 
often fall short of our goals but 
regroup and press on to a vi¬ 
sion of what we want to be or 
do. 

Good schools are no differ¬ 
ent in this respect; they are al¬ 
ways looking at ways to im¬ 
prove. The danger is to be com¬ 
placent and self satisfied. (If 
you always do what you've al¬ 
ways done you’ll always get 
what you always got). Even 
champions, like Tiger Woods, 
are looking for ways to do bet¬ 
ter and practice hard to achieve 
it. 

For several years now the 
board has promoted a school 
improvement program in the 
division based on the ideas of 
"Professional Learning Com¬ 
munities". In a couple of weeks 
we shall have our annual re¬ 
treat with all the school admin¬ 
istrators and continue the on¬ 
going challenge of making our 
schools better for students. 

I should make it clear that 
this program is not a fad or a 
quick fix - there have been too 
many of those in the past thirty 
years and they have led to a cer¬ 
tain cynicism among both edu¬ 
cators and parents. No, it is 
based on solid principles that 
need to be implemented over an 
extended period of time and do 
require people to undergo the 
sometimes painful process of 
change. 

The main text resource we 
use for this process has 318 
pages so I'm not going into the 
details of implementation but it

is based on some common sense 
principles such as: 

1. School improvement is 
really commitment to people 
improvement. 

2. The main focus is on im¬ 
proving student learning. 

3. Everyone in the school is 
a learner; teachers model learn¬ 
ing and, working together, 
analyze what they do to assess 
what works and what doesn't. 

4. Individual schools have 
the power to define their own 
direction. 

5. The day-to-day operation 
of an excellent school is guided 
by a few shared central values. 

When we meet with our in¬ 
dividual school leaders we shall 
find a good deal of variation in 
the direction and amount of 
progress made towards school 
improvement. That's to be ex¬ 
pected since each school is 
given autonomy in the direc¬ 
tion and speed of its journey 
down this road. However, I can 
confidently say that few schools 
in this division have embraced 
the improvement process as de¬ 
terminedly and thoroughly as 
Cremona. 

It is to the credit of the staff 
and parents of Cremona School 
that they have already devoted

many hours to working to¬ 
gether in attaining their pri¬ 
mary goal - "....to begin the 
process of improving student 
achievement at our school.” 
This began in late August when 
stake holders held a retreat to 
assess where the school was at 
and where they would like it to 
be in a few years' time. It was 
developed through a Commu¬ 
nity Forum held on October 
8th, when an open invitation 
was extended to all community 
members to attend and provide 
input on improving the School. 

So far these efforts have pro¬ 
duced positive results. Written 
commitments are phrased as 
action oriented and measurable 
statements. Some examples are: 
"We will know what is expected 
in each of our student's classes 
and communicate with teach¬ 
ers when we have a question 
or concern" (from parents). "We 
will demonstrate our willing¬ 
ness to be flexible, committed, 
current and accountable." 
(from support staff). "We will 
improve student achievement 
by monitoring the results of 
our collaborative and indi¬ 
vidual efforts and use these re¬ 
sults to guide our processes of 
continuous improvement" (from 
teachers). 

Staff teams have also been 
organized to look at specific 
aspects of school improvement, 
e.g. teacher parent communica¬ 
tion, character building. Each 
of these teams contains a par¬ 
ent from the school council. 

There is always an initial 


amount of energy and enthusi¬ 
asm for every new venture; the 
challenge is to stick to the task 
when the going gets tough. If 
the process is followed consci¬ 
entiously then measurable im¬ 
provement will inevitably fol¬ 
low. The problem is that it will 
take time and we live in a soci¬ 
ety where people more and more 
are inclined to demand instant 
results. 

Perhaps one comfort is that 


Cremona knows it is not alone 
in this venture. It has the sup¬ 
port of the Board and the colle- 
giality of the many schools in 
the division who are on the 
same journey.

BMX coaches manual written in Didsbury 


|ohn Cools 


You might not know it, but 
there’s another first in the works 
taking place right here in 
Didsbury. Inside the unassuming 
confines of the Didsbury Agricul¬ 
tural Society’s Horse Pavilion is 
a small gathering of some of the 
nation’s top BMX representa¬ 
tives brought together with the 
sole purpose of writing the first- 
ever BMX Coaches Manual in the 
country. 

John Cools works as a na¬ 
tional BMX coach and is one of 
the individuals working on the 
manual. The other is Loyal Ma, 
the Vice President of the Devel¬ 
opment Committee for BMX 
Canada. “We are writing the cer¬ 
tification manual for level 1 and 
2 coaching,” Cools explains. “The 
sport has only recently been in¬ 
tegrated into the Canadian Cy¬ 


cling Association (CCA) so there 
is no formal version of this 
manual that currently exists. 
This will be the first document 
of its kind ever written for 
Canada.” 

Cools and Ma chose Didsbury 
as the founding place for the

manual while researching a lo¬ 
cation for an indoor winter BMX 
track. They are considering leas¬ 
ing the Agricultural Society’s 
Horse Pavilion to help promote 
the sport to enthusiasts across 
the province between the 
months of November to March. 
If permission for the group’s us¬ 
age of the facility is granted, 
provincial-level BMX racing 
may be able to take place in 
Didsbury as early iis December. 

Cools, who oversees an active 
BMX Club in Airdrie, has been 
involved in the sport since 1986. 
“I have an older son who’s a pro¬ 
fessional rider in the Suites right 
now and a daughter who is a 
three-time world champion 
rider.” Those unfamiliar with 
BMX can liken it to entry-level 
mountain biking performed on 


highly-tuned rugged bikes 
across challenging natural ter¬ 
rain. “It’s a lot different to ride 
a BMX bike...not as easy as a 
regular bike, but the sport is 
ideal for kids who eventually 
want to work their way up to 
longer distance cycling sports 
like competitive mountain bik¬ 
ing or even veledrome.” 

Work on the manual is ex¬ 
pected to take several weeks of 
careful compilation and review. 
“We are really behind the eight 
ball with the other countries 
that race all year round,” says 
Cools. “...Our hope is that by 
the time we are done we have 
something that we can leave 
behind,something that parents 
can use to help grow the sport 
in communities just like 
Didsbury.”

Girl Guides and Scouts 
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QUESTION: We have a very athletic junior-high 
school boy who loves every kind of physical activity. He 
gets most of his exercise in PE class every morning, but 
I happen to know that he doesn’t shower afterward. The 
school no longer makes him or the other kids do it. When 
I was a student we were required to clean up after sweat¬ 
ing in the gym. How come this is no longer considered 
necessary? 

DR. DOBSON: Like you, I was required to shower 
after every gym class. The coach would look us over to 
make sure we were clean before sending us on our way. 
Students who didn’t shower didn’t pass. But those days 
are just about over. 

The reason is because junior-high students are so sen¬ 
sitive about their bodies today that it is very painful for 
them to have to strip in front of one another. 

They vary so much in development at that age that 
some are grown-up adults and others are still little pre- 
pubescent kids. It is nightmarish for the immature 
youngster to have to put his or her body on display in 
front of the wolf pack. 

They would tear him to pieces. Others feel fat or 
skinny or hairy or (fill in the blank). Increasingly, they 
resist having to take it all off in the locker room. When 
I was a school psychologist, I met with a high school 
sophomore who absolutely refused to shower. His recal¬ 
citrance violated district policy and I was asked to iden¬ 
tify his problem. 

After talking to this boy and seeing how vulnerable 
he was to the ridicule of his peers, I agreed that he should 
not be required to humiliate himself five days a week. 
Twenty years ago, this lad was an exception. Now, given 
the body-consciousness of our culture, his attitude is 
common. 

Another factor is that coaches and teachers have be¬ 
come very leery of false charges of sexual abuse. Even if 
untrue, a person’s entire career could go down the drain 
just by the suggestion that he or she was enjoying look¬ 
ing at the kids. 

This is another reason mandatory showers in schools 
are being phased out. The result? Teachers have to work 
in a classroom full of sweaty adolescents who smell like 
a gymnasium — or worse. 

QUESTION: Some educators have said we should 
eliminate report cards and academic marks. Do you 
think this is a good idea? 

DR. DOBSON: No. I believe academic marks are valu¬ 
able for students in the third grade or higher. They re¬ 
inforce and reward the child who has achieved in school 
and act as a nudge to the youngster who hasn’t. It is 
important, though, that grades be used properly. They 
have the power to create or to destroy motivation. 
Through the elementary years. I've always felt that a 
child's grades should be based on what he does with what 
he has. 

In other words, I think we should grade according to 
ability. A slow child should be able to succeed in school 
just as certainly as a gifted youngster. If he struggles 
and sweats to achieve, he should somehow be rewarded 
— even if his work falls short of an absolute standard. 
By the same token, gifted children should not be given 
A’s just because they are smart enough to excel without 
working. 

Again, the primary purpose in grading in the elemen¬ 
tary school years should be to reward academic effort. 
However, as the student goes into high school, the pur¬ 
pose of grading shifts. 

Those who take college preparatory courses must be 
graded on an absolute standard. An “A” in chemistry or 
calculus is accepted by college admission boards as a 
symbol of excellence, and secondary teachers must pre¬ 
serve that meaning. 

Students with lesser academic skill need not take those 
difficult courses. 

To repeat, marks for children can be the teacher's most 
important motivational tool provided they are used cor¬ 
rectly. 

Therefore, the recommendation that schools eliminate 
grading is a move away from discipline in the classroom.
